The plan of the repeaters is to vote in the 
name of the registered voters known to be 
out of the city or to have moved out of their 
precincts. City employés are to be sent 
around in the early part of the day to obtain 
the names of voters who have not cast their 
ballots.» Those names are to be furnished to 
the repeating gangs and baliots are to be cast 
under the names. 

The polis will be open this morning at 6 
o’clock and will be closed «at 4 o’clock. A 
large vote is expected on account of the fight 
over Judge Gary, whose election bya large 
majority is confidently predicted by the Re- 
publican managers. They also claim that the 
entire ticket will be elected. The result de- 
pends onthe vote of the Republican wards. 
If there is anything like a full vote, they say, 
there is little doubt of Republican victory. 


MUSEUM PROPOSITION ON BALLOTS, 


The People Will Vote Today on the Mc- 
Murdy Act. 

The proposition on the ballots to be cast at 
the election today regarding museums is 
placed there in accordance with the provisions 
of the McMurdy act, which require that the 
people shall accept the act through their bal- 
lots before it becomes a law. The act author- 
izes Park Commissioner to erect or purchase 
museums and maintain the same by admis- 
sion fees on certain days only.. It is specified 
that admission shall be free at least two days in 
the week ; that the fee shall not exeeed 25 cents 
for adults and 10 cents for children other 
days; and that school children and teachers 
shail be admitted free. There is no mandate 
placed upon the Commissioners to charge ad- 
mission feesany day. Itis within their dis- 
cretion to open the doors free every day. But 
two days at least must be free. It is contem- 
plated that § ge and Suaday shall be the 
free days at the Columbian. Museum. It» is 
the Columbian Museum to which the act par- 
ticularly refers. 


REFUSE TO DO ALTGELD’S BIDDING, 


Polish Democrats Greatly Favor Judge 
Gary's Re-election. 

Polish Democrats have declared they will 
not submit to the dictates of Gov, Altgeld. 
They show on the contrary a surprising 
strength ofgentiment in favor of Judge Gary. 
For years it has been the custom of the Po-. 
lish Democrats of the northwest section of the 
city to hold a meeting in St. 
Stanislaus Hall the Sunday before elec- 
tion. Agreeably to this custom a meeting was 
called for Sunday night last to discuss the 
judicial candidates. Commissioner Brodow- 
ski, the Polish member of the West Park 
Board, an appointee of Gov. Altgeld, was to 
have been the principal speaker of the even- 
ing. The hall was well filled with Polish 
Democrats. Brodowski started out with the 
declaration that Gov. Altgeld wanted the 
Poles to vote the entire Demo- 
cratic ticket this time and 
he wanted them in particular to 
fight Judge Gary. As the speaker wépt on in 
this strain he was. greeted first. bf silence. 
Then men scattered about the hall began to 
shout: “‘ Nodictation.”” There were other in- 


i terruptions, and finally Brodowski was forced | 


to take his seat. Ald. Stanley Kunz climbed 
on the stage and protested against Gov. Alt- 
geld’s attempt to drive the Poles into line. He 
wanted to know if the Governor thought 
the Polish Democrats were his slaves. ‘* How 
has Altgeld benefited the Poles?’’ he asked. 
‘‘How has Gary offended?” The Alderman 
went on to declare Gary had beena good 
friend of the Polish citizens, and that thou- 
sands of good Democrats, among them him- 
self. would vote for him Tuesday. The meet- 
ing broke up amid cheers for Gary and hisses 
for Brodowski. 


¢ SOCIALISTS TO HELP DEMOCRATS, 


Those of the Twenty-seventh Ward Ad- 
vised to Beat Judge Gary. 

Socialists of the Twenty-seventh Ward met 
in Almira Turn Hall, Armitage and Ridge- 
way avenues, last night and decided to vote 
against Judge Gary. Julius Heinze presided. 
Robert Weber delivered a long tirade in Ger- 
man opposing capitalists and the pres- 
ent social. system. He denounced 
both Republicans and Democrats 
as representatives of the capitalistic 
class.

SHAME TO THE STATE 


WISCONSIN OFFICIALS INVOLVED IN 
A DISGRACEFUL SOANDAL

They Are Charged with Working a Con- 
tract Job to Help a Dying Organ of the 
State Administration—Printing of the 
Veterans’ Roster the Agency Chosen 
Through Which to Kaise Fuuads—Par- 
ties Who Lent Money on the Scheme 
Now Bring Suits ta Recover, 

Mapison, Wis., Nov. 6,—[Special. ]—By far 
the most sénsational political suit in the his- 
tory of Wisconsin was begun in the Dane 
County Circuit Court today. Itinvolves Gov. 
Peck, Attorney-General O'Connor, and 
at least one minor State official. The suit is 
the outconie of the award by Gov. Peck last 
summer of an _ exorbitant oe ille- 
gal secret contract for printing a special 
edition of the roster of Wisconsin volunteers 
in the War of the Rebellion; a contract given 
to a company in which several State officials 
were interested and whereby it “would be 
greatly enriched. The net “ job” would have 
amounted at first whack to over $3#),000 had 
not the scheme been so summarily) frustrated 
by the Madison Democrat, the official State 
printer, which compelied the Governor to 
cancel the contract. With the security of this 
illegal contract and the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General that it was in “‘due form,” sev- 
eral parties advanced money to the now de- 
unct Madison Times, to which »company 
the contract had been awarded. The 
parties who advanced the money have 
made futile efforts to get their 
back, and have now taken the legal resort 
to recover it. 
Gov. Peck, Attorney-General ©’Connor, 
Assistant Attorney-General J. M. Clancy, and 
Col. Clarance L. Clark, now manager of the 
Milwaukee Morning Times, but who. at the 
time was Gov. Peck’s private secretary. The 
suit’ is brought by Tracy, Gibbs & *Co., a 
prominent publishing firm of this city, and is 
to recover $7,500 advanced by the firm to the 
now defunct Mudison Times, in which all 
the deendants are supposed to have been in- 
terested. 

Politicians Astonished. 

The suit has created a profound political 
sensation, threatening, as it does, to smirch 
the reputations of so many prominent men. 
Other suits against the game parties will, un- 
doubtedly, follow. The Governor declined to 
talk about the matter. 

With the State Printer’s prices “much 
lower than ever before and this roster print- 
ing clearly a part of that contract, these State 
officials made up a contract, juggling with lan- 
guage and violating the lawin regard to the 
binding, in an attempt to make the work ap- 
pear not to be a part of the printing contract. 

The animus of this déal was to furnish pap 
for the then desperately struggling and now 
defunct newspaper organ of the State admin- 
istration of this city, the Madison Times, 
which has recently been reéstablished in Mil- 
waukee as the Milwaukee Morning Times. It 
was published by a company among the in- 
corporators of which were Col, Clarenve 
Clark, the Governor’s private secretary, and 
J. M. Clancy, the Assistant Attorney-General. 
Other State officials invested money in the 
enterprise, and many State employés con- 


was in a strict sense the organ of the Capitol 
et es Piot Agajpst Taxpayers. 

Not another newspaper in the State was 
supporting the administration as it wished to 
de supported, so the officials were exceedingly 
desirous that the paper 
it must have money and to raise the nedeeanty | 
funds the bold scheme to loot the State Treas- 
ury. which is now being rapidly exposed, was 
conceived. It was the intention of the State 
officials to make the taxpayers pay the ex- 
penses of maintaining their .personal organ. 
In a short time it was announced the contract 
for printing the roster bad been awarded to 
the Times, whose outfit was in no way fitted 
for doing the work, and without any pretense 
of calling for bids. 

Everything looked favorable for the admin- 
istration organ fora time, but péople much 
concerned in the public welfare. soon began 
to smell something rotten. Gov. Peck re- 
fused to talk on the subject, but instructed his 
private sécretary to tellias much as he pleased. 
Col. Clark was pleased to talk, but declined 
to give facts and refused to exhibit the con- 
tract or state the price to be paid, Attorney- 
General ©’Connor vouchsafed the informa- 
tion that the contract had been submitted to 
him to determine as to its being in good form 
and to be sure that the State’s imterests were 
duly protected in the terms of the contract 
under the special act which authorized it. 
In due time the attorne of the 
Public Printer became interested in the mat- 
ter. He formally demanded to see the con- 
tract on behalf of the Public Printer and was 
met by the Governor’s private se¢retary with 
the expression: **The .Public Printer be 
d——d.’’' When the attorney saw the Governor 
the latter asked for time toconsider. When the 
time was up he asked for more. Two o’clock 
in. the afternoon of the day he asked for the 
extension was placed ag the limit. Just before 
the time expired a messenger was'sent by the 
Governor with a note to the attorney. The 
note read as foilows: 

Since making the contract for the publication 
of the roster of Wisconsin volunteers under Chap. 
540, laws of 1887, the Governor has been led so 
seriously to doubt the constitutionality of that 
law, to which his attention was not called at the 
time, that he has revoked and cancé¢led the con- 
tract on the part of the State. 

Contract Had Not Been Filed. 


The contract, or record of it, has never been 
tiled with the Secretary of State. as the law 
requires the official acts of the executive de- 
partment shall.be filed, and so far as the State 
officers are concerned the roster contract has 
remained a State secret. The contract, how- 
ever, is aot altogether secret. It is signed by 
Gov. Peck: for the State and by W. J. P, Mc. 
Fail, the ostensible owner of the Times. It 
provides. the contractor shall receive $1.90 
on all or(lers for rosters, and provides that no 
order shall be for less than 1,000 sets—i. e.: 
2,000 volumes. Thirty thousand volumes at 
$1.90 a volume would cost $57,000. A 
practical printer and publisher, who has fig- 
ured on every item of the job véry carefully, 
says that if the same order were given 
to the Public Printer under the present 
contracts for State printing the total cost 
to the State for the 30,000 volumes would 
be under 70 cents a volume. Here 
it is clearly seen was a plan to loot the State 
Treasury of fully $60,000. That the Times 
had a fat job and knew it is evidenced by the 
fact that’ it refused an offer of $30,000 for 
the cofitract as drawn, with the order as given 
for only 15,000 complete rosters. 

Chasing the Nimble Dollar. 


With this private contract and the Attorney- 
General’s opinion as security the managers of 
the Times went foraging for cash. They were 
successful and in a yery short time nearly 
$30,000 was raised. The fact is that it is

WANTS AN HYPNOTIC PURSUER CAUGHT. 


A Woman Makes Some Strange Requests 
of Police Captain Hartnett, 

Capt. Hartnett of the Harrison Street Po- 
lice Station had a strange visitor yesterday in 
the person of a woman narmed Ada Robinson. 

“I’m worth $1,000,000,” she said, ** but 
there ig a man named Strauss who wants to 
marry me to get my money. He lives at St. 
Louis, and he has been following me for four- 
teen years, and during that time he has suc- 
ceeded by the hypnotic power he has over me 
in getting a large part of my fortune.”’ 

* Well, what do you want me to do?’ said 
the Captain. 

‘T want to swear out a warrant charging 
him with digorderly conduct, and then I want 
you to give me the use of two detectives to 
aid mein finding Strauss.”’ Somewhat as- 
tonished, the burly Captain did not reply at 
first. when he was further surprised by a 
more strange request. 

‘* T~want you also to have Grover Cleveland 
detail two United States Secret Service men 
to aid me in the search. I don’t know where 
Strauss is. but I think I can find him.”’

SIX PROMINENT MEN ARE INDICTED. 


Charged with Plotting to Assassinate a 
Chicago Newspaper Agent, 
Koxomo, Ind., Nov. 6.—([Special.]—Six 
prominent business-men of this city were in- 
dicted today for murderous conspiracy. Last 
July M. L. Garrigus, agent for a Chicago 
paper, was assaulted in a dark hallway by 
three men who -attempted to take him toa 
secluded spot, where a crowd awaited to ad- 
minister a coat of tar and feathers. The plot 
failed. Garrigus shot one of the assailants 
and escaped. He charged that three colored 
men had been hired to assassinate him 
by a band of conspirators and pre- 
sented the matter to the grand jury. 
That body today indicted L. B. Hodgin, 
a brick manufacturer and ice dealer; W. F. 
Ruddell,a merchant. and capitalist; J. F. 
Bruff, an architect; Harry Chaney, a hotel 
clerk; Capt. H. H. Stewart, a City Council- 
man: Emory Moss, a saloonkeeper; ana the 
three colored men. Late this evening Coun- 
cilman Stewart met Policeman Hutto in a 
business house and attempted to shoot him. 
The officer also drew his revolver, but timely 
interference prevented bloodshed.

J. G. GRUNBERG TAKES THE POISON. 
ROUTE TO ETERNITY. °—

He Is Found Dead in His Room at the. 
Southern Hotel with a Morphine Bottle 
by His Side=Statements That His Father 
Is a Noted Diamond Dealer in the French 
Capital— Letters Left by the Suicide 
Throw No Light on the Tragedy=Two 
Scribes Hear His Strange Story. 


J.G. Grunberg, who’once gave his address 
as Avenue de l’Opera, Paris, and whos 
father is one of the largest diamond dealers 
of that city, was found dead at the Southern 
Hotel, Twenty-second street and Wabash ave- 
nue, yesterday. A bottle half full of mor- 
phine was found beneath his piliow, and it is 
believed he kiiled himself with the drug. 

Grunberg registered at the hotel Sunday 
noon as J. G. Roiner of St. Louis. He com- 
plained of being ill and requested that a room 
be assigned him immediately. His re- 
quest being complied with, he was not seen 
again until found dead yesterday morn- 
ing. When the chambermaid attempted to 
enter the room she found the door locked and 
thought the guest wished to sleep late, so 
paid no more attention to the mattér until 
nearly noon. She then rapped repeatedly at 
the door. Receiving no answer and becoming 
alarmed she dispatched a bell boy-to the 
clerk, A. J. Branch. Under the latter’s direc- 
tion the boy procured a ladder, climbed in 
over the transom, and found the stranger 
dead in bed. i 

On the arrival of the police they found 
Grunberg stretched out on the bed in his 
night clothes. A bloody froth covered his 
hps, anda half-empty bottle of morphine 
stood on a stand in the middle of the room, 


Letters Found. 

On the atand were also several letters. The 
latter showed plainly they had been written 
while under the influence of the drug. Parts 
of them were illegible, the sentences were in- 
coherent, and in many cases occurred the 
repetitions due to ante-mortem delirium. 
One of them was addressed to the Chief iof 
Police, which, as near as could be deciphéred 
and intelligently connected. read as follows: 
Dear Sir: Please telegraph at once to my tel- 
atives. One I inclose you in the letter. T¥e other 
is for Mr. L. Tannebaum, No. 5 Nassau street. 
They will tell you what to do with me, as they 
deal with my people in Paris, France, every 
yeag. | cannot write more. I feel I am dyinbg, 
as | took morphine. Yours truly, 
JOHNNY Cuvnsdiil, 

‘The reference to an enclosure was to jan 
address thought to be that of a brother. | It 
was: 
“Adolph Grunberg, diamond merchant, 
No. 8 Maiden Lane, New York.”’

Again on the back of the envelope was jiin- 
scribed: ‘Officer: Please do not let my 
name be in the papers. It is not worth while 
because I am dead.”’ 

A Coroner’s jury brought in a verdict of

Said He Was a Baron. 

Grunberg was a young man witha hibtoky. 
Some of it he told to two newspaper.men one 
cold morning in March. He told them that 
he was.a Baron and that he was hungry. He

tlemen,”’ the two men stopped. 

** My name 1s Gustave Grunberg; I am a 
Baron in my own right. I am very hungry. 
Will you allow me to accompany you to a 
restaurant, for I have no money.’ 

The request was an old one, but the man 
was something entirely new and the two men 
put him between them and headed for a rest- 
aurant, There was something about Grun- 
berg that stainped him a gentleman, although 
he was homeless and hungry at 4 o’clock in 
the morning. He wore no overcoat and his 
teeth chattered with cold, Inside the restau- 
rant he revived somewhat. His appetite was 
almost wolfish, but before he would satisfy it 
he drew a bunch of papers from his pocket 
and insisted on proving his identity. 

First he spread out a parchment which 
showed that J. G. Grunberg had been bornof 
Hebrew parents in Calcutta, India, twenty- 
two years ago. There were some other things 
on the parchment and a lot of Hebrew char- 
acters, which he translated. On the top of 
the parchment he laid a letter saying: ‘* That 
is from my fatherand will show you that I 
speak truth.” 

A Letter from His Father. 

Then he laid the letter on the table before 
the two men and leaned over and read it to 
them, tracing the lines with his finger as he 
read. The letter said that the writer was 
sorry for his son’s troubles and that he wished 
he would come home. Then: the letter said 
that a draft for $500 had been sent to J. 
Hayes Sadler, the British epee for the son. 

Then Grunberg produced a letter purport- 
ing to come from the British .Consul, saying 
that the money had not yet been received. 
There were other letters—one of them 
from a woman—and Grunberg persisfed 
in reading them all. His two hosts protested 
that their faith was fully sufficient for a good 
square meal anda bed. He spoke English, 
German, French, and Spanish fluently and 
had an intimate knowledge of the capitals of 
America, England, andGermany. He knew 
more about European cities than either of his 
hosts. Altogether he was an interesting 
young man and when he was fully satisfied 
that the two men beljeved hin he consented 
to eat. And heate. Then he spoke as fol- 
lows: 

I think you believe me now. You are writers, 
you two. You have heard strange things, but 
never things so strange as I can tell you. Lama 
Baron, and tomorruw I will have more money 
than I told you of. I had $5,000 when I came to 
Chicago first. That was stolen from me. I had 
two rings; one the seal ring of my family and 
one a diamond. They are gone now. Look; you 
can see the mark on my bands where they were. 
I was born in Calcutta, but 1 lived there but a 
little while. I studied in England and France, 
for my father is rich and gave me what I 
wished. I have traveled much. [I know 
Paris, London, .Vienna, Rome, Cairo, a8 
you know Chicago and New York. A 
faw months ago I thought I would come to see 
Chicago, of which I had heard so much. My 
father gave me $5,000. I sailed from Havre. 
My friend Jacques St. Clair came with me. I 
thought him my friend, but he robbed me—may 
he be accursed; he drugged me¥ stole my money. 
I awoke when he tried to take my rings. He 
struck me on the head, stunning me. He took 
my trunk and all that I had. 

Woman in the Case. 

After that he chatted of many things, but 
he avoided talking of his home. Only he 
hinted that he had left home because of a 
woman rather than because of a real wish to 
see Chicago. What he has done since no one 
knows. 

J. Hayes Sadler, the British Consul, cannot 
remember writing the letter Grunberg showed 
last March, but he remembers that Grunberg, 
ora man giving that name, called on him 
three weeks ago and asked for a passport. 
Following his invariable rule Col. Sadler de- 
clinéd to give it unless the applicant could 
bring some known Englishman to vouch for 
him. Grunberg said he knew no one in Chi- 
cago. He told Col. Sadler that he had a 
brother in St. Louis and seemed to have trav- 
eled a. great deal. He said nothing of his 
family. 
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The address was inclosed in an envelope, . 
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seems to have been possessed but of the one 
desire to shield his family name. One of his 
letters referred toa brother who was “a gen- 
tleman and the head of a famil).” and in ex- 
planation followed the words: “I am the 
black mark of the family; so you see why I 
ask. Even near death I cannot close my eyes 
because my name is ruined.’’ The burden of 
the rest of the writing was that a woman was 
at the bottom of the trouble. 
Love-Letter in French. 

One letter found wasinan envelope bear- 
ing the card of the Newcomb Hotel, Quincy, 
fll. The envelope was addressed to “* Mon- 
sieur J. G. Grunberg, General Delivery, St.. 
Louis, Mo.,” and had been registered. The 
letter was in French, and the writer’s name 
had been torn off. A literal translation is as 
follows: 

Sunday, 10 o’clock—Sir: It is too bad that 
after such a charming interview you are obliged 
to leave. I regret the more that I myself’did not 
have time to stay. There are some things which I 
ought perhaps to say to you alone. You will 
understand. I wish to say to you that I love you. 
I wait for an answer with impatience. It seems 
to me I have known‘you for a great many years. 

The words “I love. you” were heavily 
underscored. The letter had been carried 
until it had worn to six pieces, and was 
marked in places by what seemed tear stains.

At the 
head of the top stairs the crowd was so great 
that the police could only make room for one 
to pass at a time, but finally all were safely 
inside the chamber.

M’KINLEY FIRES THE LAST GUN. 


Speaks to an Immensely Large and En- 
thusiastic Audience. 
CrzvetaNp, O., Nov, 6.—[Special.]—Gov. 
McKinley made his last speech of the cam- 
paign at Music Hall tonight. The hall com- 
} fortably seats 5,000 people and there is 
standing-room for several thousand more, 
The hall was crowded and a vast crowd 
failed to gain admission. The scene inside 
Music Hall was indeed inspiring when the 
Governor entered the east stage entrance. 
He was greeted with tremendous and long 
continued applause, which was renewed as 
soon as he stepped forward to begin his 
speech, After being introduced by Col. James 
Pickands, the Chairman of the meeting, the 
Governur made a masterly address of two 
hours, devoting his attention principally to 
the tariff and pension. In closing his speech 
and the campaign the Governor said: “I do 
not appeal to you fora mere partisan victory 
or a personal triumph. The great principles 
for which we stand are everything. The cause 
for which I plead is not my cause, but the 
people’s cause and the country’s cause.

whom a good description of Crofton was ge. 
cured, 
Butler, well dressed, gentlemanly, affable, 
and smoothly spoken, walked into the Firs 
National Bank Oct. 21 and presented a draft 
for $7,000 on the Bank of Montreal branch 
at Winnipeg. The draft was made appar. 
ently by the branch bank at Toronto itself on 
the bank at Winnipeg in favor of C. S, Butler, 
The man, it is said, represented to President 
Gage that he was C. 8. Butler and established 
his claim to that identity by showing letter:

They were filled with admiration at the lavish 
abundance of the display, and when they 
Jearned that the rich blossoms could not sur. 


vive long in the close atmosphere of the / 


crowded rooms, thus making it necessary to 


-genew the entire exhibition every two days, 


they were filled with wonder. 
New candidates for the homage of beauty 


' worshipers arrive every day. The most con- 


gpicuous of these occupied the southeast corner 
gf Hall 2 yesterday. It is a seedling new this 
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year that has been christened the ‘Marie 
Louise.”’ The blossoms, growing on a single 
stem, are of the purest white, large, incurved, 
and firm. The foliage is unusually heavy and 
even from top to bottom and rich in color. 

A new thing in carnations is the ‘* William 
Seott,’”’ which is on exhibition in the north 
corridor. The blossoms are of great size and 
adainty pink in color. In this corridor is 
also shown a collection of variegated rubber 
plants which were first propagated three 
years ago. 

A feature of the exhibition which attracts a 
great deal of attention is the display of Ed- 
ward G. Uihlein of this city, Vice-President 
of the Horticultura! Society, in the center of 
Hall 3. , The display is not entered for compe- 
tition. It embraces ten families and about 
sixty varieties of plants, including the orchids, 
dracena, marantha, cyclamen. pitcher plants, 
anthurium, palms, lady slippers, begonia, dif- 
variegated leaf pineapple, and

Returning to the chrysanthemums, which 
make up by far the greater part of the show, 
the ** Niveus,”’ a prize-winner last year, is con- 
spicuous for the frequency with which it is 
found in the various displays and for the size 
and purity of its white blossoms. A new 
thing this year is the ‘‘ Eugene Dailledouze.”’ 
It has enormous bright-yellow, firm incurved 
blossoms. Another variety just out has been 
named after Mrs. Higinbotham. The blos- 
soms are jarge, incurved, and pink. Right 
beside the ** Mrs. Higinbotham,”’ to the left 
of the entrance to Hall 2, stands another new 
comer, the ** Joey Hill.”’ The blossoms are 
bronze and similar in shape to the ** Mrs. Hig- 
inbotham.” In the same exhibit are some 
fine specimens of the ** W. G. Hewitt,”’ which 
won a prize last year. 

On the opposite side of this same corridor 
stands a magnificent vase of fifty blossoms of 
the “Vivian Morelle."’ The huge vase of 
bright pink seems to impart a giow of color 
to the whole corridor. 

In the corridor of the north wing is a dis- 
play which includes a number of novelties, 
among the number being the “‘W. N. Rudd,’ 
just out. The fine large blossoms are a lively 
_ in color, ‘firm and incurved, and the fo- 

An imported variety with solid, 
incurved, cone-shaped, cream-white blossoms 
is called the ** Princess of Chrysanthemums.”’ 
Beside it stands a European novelty, pink 
in color, the ** Mrs. C. H. Payne.’’

NEW RECEIVERS FOR VERMONT HOTEL. 


Col. David T. Corbin and L,. M, Smith Are 
sf Named by Judge Tuthill., 

Col. David T. Cerbin and L. M. Smith were 
appointed yesterday receivers of the Vermont 
Hotel by Judge Tuthill. E. N. Hibbard, the 
old receiver, was dismissed and ordered to 
render an accounting in ten days. Hibbard 
was dismissed because the creditor’s bill on 
whith he was appointed was not legal. The 
order for the new receivers was issued on a 
proceeding taken by Edwin R. Perkins, hold- 
er of a $30,000 trust deed on the property. 
Every interest in the complicated litigation 
was represented by lawyers. The Cold Blast 
Feather company, who filed the complaint, 
alleged that seven executions of judgment 
were returned unsatisfied Oct. 20. These or- 
ders, the complaint represented, were re- 
turned by the Sheriff solely by virtue of the 
orders of the atturneys and complainant, 
and not on his own responsibility. It was 
argued that the Sheriff was ordered to return 
the judgments unsatisfied while no demand 
had ever been made upon theactual property. 
Other creditors offered the plea saying the bill 
was not a creditor’s bill, buta bill to assist 
executions of judgment. They were given 
thirty days to prepare evidence and file bond 
in a replication to the plea. A bill was then 
presented asking for a foreclosure on trust 
deeds, amounting to $30,000 and held by 
Edwin R. Perkins, trustee, The bill set forth 
that David T. Corbin was April 19. 1893, in- 
debted to Perkins to that amount on two 
promissory notes, The notes weresecured on 
the hotel property. The bill stated that Nov. 
1 an interest payment of $450 was due 
which was yet unpaid and asked for fore- 
closure and appointment of receiver. The 
court granted the petition. Attorney for J. 
H, Sebastian, mortgagee of the property, 
prayed that the $15,000 worth of property in 
the hotel be allowed to be sold to satisfy his 
mortgage. This matter was continued until 
Wednesday.

VIOLATIONS OF THE BUILDING Law. 


Complaints from the Fifteenth Ward 
on Cause, 


Violations of the building laws are numer- 
ous in the Fifteenth Ward. There is said to 
be a Building Inspector for that part of the 
city, but judging by the number of big frame 
barns, frame basements, frame extensions, 
and for that matter complete frame residences, 
one would be inclined to think there was no 
such official. Some complaints have reached 
Tue Trrpune regarding these violations, and 
they were found to be based on cause, John 
Shapanski is making & change in his resi- 
denee at No. 1198 North Leavitt street. It 
was originally a little frame structure, but 
soon it will be a two-stery and basement 
house, with an addition of twelve or fourteen 
feet to its original length. The contractor 
who is making this change is Joe Jabionski. 
At the Building Department in the City Hall 
it was said that no permit d been granted 
for any such transformationy When Joe was 
asked yesterday if he had béen accorded the 
requisite permission he said plainly that 
Mr. Shapanski had it. The latter not being 
at home Mrs. Shapanski was asked if her hus-- 
band had procured the permit. | 

** Why, no,” she replied. ** he left that to be 
done by the contractor, and so Mr. Jablonski 
has it.’’ 

The contractor was again visited and asked 
about it. 

‘Yes,’ he answered, ‘I have it at home.” 

‘‘But atthe Building Department it was 


stated that no permit had been issued,” said , 


the reporter. 

‘* Well, I know, but I made it all right with

If it is intended to make a defense of this 
violation of the iaw on the ground that the 
building is simply being raised it can be 
urged that the original structure forms but a 
mere fragment of the building as it now 
stands. ‘The only bit of brick work about it is 
the chimney. 

At No. 99 Sobieski street Emil Krohn was 
granted leave to build a brick basement. 
‘That was all, eg was said about any- 
thing else, but what Mr. Krohn really did was 
to build a frame basement, and on that he is 
now erecting a brick structure. The wooden 
framework is aiready painted a red brick 
color and would be apt to decéive one -into 
the belief that it was of brick, except on close 
inspection. ‘The bricks are built on poles and 
are now up to the top of the second story. 
Whether Mr. Krohn intends to concinue much 
further upward could not be ascertained, and 
the permit gives no information, as it merely 
provides for a brick basement. 

The police of that district say there are 
many such violations. but as the Building In- 
spectors make no objection they are power- 
less to oppose them. The inspector of the 
district referred to is J ares Frozena.

COMMISSION IS DEAD. 


NATIONAL OOLUMBIAN PAIR BODY 
ADJOURNS SINE DIE 


Only Twenty-eight of the 106 Members 
Present at the Final Meeting tor Busi- 
ness=President Palmer to Call the 
Members Together to Wear Final Re- 
ports When They Are Ready—Foreign 
Commissioners to Take a Trip to New 
Orleans and the South=Fair News. 


The World’s Columbian Commission ad- 
journed yesterday sine die, Its next regular 
meeting should be in April, 1894, but it ad- 
journed subject to the call of President 
Palmer, with the understanding that there 
should not be another meeting until after all 
the reports from the Bureau of Awards and 
Committee on History, as well as those of the 
Director-General and department chiefs, shall 
be ready for presentation. 

Yesterday’s seasion really marked the close 
of the labors of the commission. Out of a 
total membership of 106 there were twenty- 
eight present to wind up the functions which 
the government has exercised in the Exposi- 
tion. There was obstruction of business by 
calls fora quorum, and to prevent further 
wrangling the motion to adjourn was adopted. 
There was but one dissenting vote, and that 
was made by Commissioner Butt of West 
Virginia. 

With the exception of two or three weeks 
the commission has been in continuous ses- 
sion since last May. Nearly all the time it 
was without a quorum, but continued to meet 
and resolve and draw $6 a day for each mem- 
ber. The first meeting of the commission 
vas held in June, 1890, at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel. The most notable act of the commis- 
sion’s existence, perhaps, was its wisdom in 
bringing about the selection of Jackson Park 
asa site for the Exposition. The Board of 
Directors at that time was for the Lake- 
Front. Commissioner De Young of Cali- 
fornia is responsible for another act of wis- 
dom which resulted in building the great 
arched roof of the Manufactures Building. 
The commission is in some measure re- 
sponsible for - the size of the Exposition. It, 
by the classification, determined the plan and 
scope, and, in order tocomply with the re- 
quirements, the Chicago directors put up 
more buildings and expended more money 
than was originally intended. It has been 
the particular function of the Commissioners 
to represent exhibiters, domestic and foreign, 
and the entire system of awards has been of 
its making. As giving the Fair a national 
mo the commission has been of much 
value. 

When the session opened yesterday Com- 
missioner Massey submitted the final report 
of the Council of Administration. Although 
there was anequal division of interest, he 
said there had never been a deadlock, and 
every order issued had been a unanimous one. 
The commission adopted a resolution thank- 
ing the members of the council “ for the very 
able and unselfish discharge of the duties and 
responsibilities imposed upon them.”’ 

The report of the Committee on Awards 
presenting an additional list of live-stock 
premiums was approved: .They all have 
been favorably acted upon by the Commis- 
sioners, and the exhibiters who received 
money awards will be able to draw on Treas- 
urer Seeberger for the amount of their prizes. 

Commissioner Massey tried to secure the 
adoption of the resolution providing for judg- 
ing the harvesting machinery in Agricultural 
Annex, the diplomas to state that the machin- 
ery was either examined on the floor or in the 
field as the case might be. The point of no 
quorum was made, and the matter had to be 
left to the Executive committee. 

President Palmer was thanked for the man- 
ner in which he has presided, and then Com- 
missioner Rucker moved to adjourn. His 
motion did not carry until after Mark Mce- 
Donald had told about the Midwinter Fair at 
San Francisco. 

President Palmer denied himself the honor 
of closing the session and after Mr. McDon- 
ald had finished the motion to adjourn was 
renewed and Acting President Penn brought 
down the gavel on the last legislative session 
of the Worid’s Columbian Commission.

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ONE COUGHLIN JUROR I8 SECURED. 


George Berg Likely to Serve in the Sec- 

ond Trial of the Cronin Suspect. 
The examination of veniremen touching 
their qualifications as jurors in the Coughlin 
case was resumed at 10 a. m. yesterday and 
continued until 2 p. m., but..only one candi- 
date for the jury-box had been: accepted by 
both State and defense, with the power still 
lying with the State to challenge him. That 
was George Berg. He is a house furnisher, 
No. 5665 West North avenue. The net result 
of the day’s proceedings was the tendering to 
the State by the defense of four jurors which 
it had accepted. Besides George Berg, there 
were Joseph Kubat, a groceryman connected 
with Franklin .MacVeagh'*& Co; J. 
T. Kelly, formerly a holder of va- 
rious political offices, who is_+ pow 
living at No. 460 West Harrison street, and 
Patrick Monahan, a journeyman blacksmith, 
No. 265 West Indiana street. Berg was ex- 
amined early in the day by the State and was 
tendered to the defense. He successfully 
passed the questioning of the defense, who 
then added from the venire three other venire- 
men and tendered them back to the State. 
Thus far the State has exercised its peroga- 
tive by challenging peremptorily three men—- 
John F. Parr, who was passed on the first day 
of the trial and discharged yesterday ; Michael 
Colleny, who was challenged directly after 
his examination Saturday; and Neal Leh- 
mann, who was examined Saturday and chal- 
lenged yesterday. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum, who con- 
dutted the examination yesterday for the 
State, first took the case of Charlies B. Roth. 
Roth was quickly challenged for prejudice. 
George Hennis, 2 grocer, soon followed, when 
it was learned that he had formed a fixed 
opinion on the case, John J. Silberhorn had 
pronounced viewson the case and was ex- 
cused. Alfred Downing, a hotelkeeper at No. 
5544 Washington avenue, had frequently ex- 
pressed his opinion on the case and did not 
think he could give ita fair and impartial 
hearing. He was challenged for cause. E.G. 
Parks, a carpenter of Roseland, was given a 
long examination. He had lived uear Chica- 
go for seven years, having been formerly em- 
ployed at Pullman in the car shops. He ad- 
mitted that he had a slight opinion on the 
case, but said the law and the evidence would 
guide him in his decision, He had no prej- 
udice against inflicting the death penalty. 
The talesman exhibited such a spirit of indif- 
ference toward the case on trial that he bid 
fair to bean impartial juror and was passed 
for the time. 

At this point the list of accepted veniremen 
was reduced by one. John Parr, Neal 
Lehmann, Oliver N. Caldwell, and E. G. 
Parks were the four men thus far accepted by 
the State. “‘We challenge Mr. Parr per- 
emptorily,’’ said Attorney Bottum, and the 
man who had satin the jury-box for three 
days passed out of court. Thomas McDer- 
mott, a school-house janitor, was next ques- 
tioned and challenged. Fred W. Caldwell, a 
printer, exhibited a prejudiced mind and was 
excused. Géorge L. Rice, employed by the 
National Cordage company; las 8S. 
Evans, a lawyer, and D. Grushaw, a 
plumber, were quickly challenged for cause. 

George Berg, the only acce venireman 
up to date, was next examined. He seemed 
to possess a fair and unprejudiced mind, At 
the time of the Cronin murder -he had. read 
the case thoroughly and formed an opinion, 
but he said his interest in the case died out as 
soon as the matter was out of the courts and 
he had not given it a thought since. He could 
not semember having expressed his views 
upon the matter to any one besides his wife, 
and at present had no opinion or prejudice in 
the matter. Not being op 4to the inflic-. 
tion of the death penalty, 
the case a fair and impartial hearmg and 
accepted by the State.

-jonof Judge Johnson of the Circuit Court. 
‘The decision was made late this afternoon in 


the habeas corpus proceedings instituted by 
Mesers. Elliott and Norris, two of the indicted 
directors of the Plankinton Bank. The Judge 
declared the proceedings of the jury to be 
yoid and ‘discharged the prisoners. The de- 
cision applies as well to the indictment of 


- Judge James Jenkins and the other officials 


of the Plankinton Bank as well. as te the in- 
dicted ‘officials of the defunct South Side Sav- 
ings Bank, all of whom will now seek 
their discharge on habeas corpus proceedings. 
In his decision Judge Johnson held that the 
grand jury lost all jurisdiction in continuing 
its proceedings beyond the term of court for 


which it was impaneled. The term of the 


Municipal Court in which the jury served is 
one month. The jury was charged Sept. 5, 
and according to Judge Johnson should have 
reported in court on or before the last day of 


- the term, which was Sept. 30. This the jury 


did not do, but continued its proceedings 
through October and reported in court Nov. 
1. As the first grand jury which indicted the 
Plankinton Bank officials and Frank A. Lap- 
pen also overran the term of court in which it 
was charged its proceedings are aiso illegal. 
The two grand juries returned sixty-seven 
indictments, of which forty were against the 
officials of the Plankinton Bank as follows: 
William Piankinton, 8; F.T. Day, 9; Charles 
L. Calson, 5; Eugene S. Elliott, 5; F. W. 
Noyes, 5; Judge James G. Jenkins, 5. Thir- 
teen of the indictments. were against officers 
of the defunct South Side Savings Bank, three 
against G. C. Trumpf, the President, and ten 
inst John B. Koetting, the cashier. The 
fourteen wereagainst Frank A. Lappen, 


_ who borrowed over $500,000 from the Plank- 


inton Bank and others on alleged false repre- 
sentations. Lappen was never arrested, hav- 
ing left the city while the grand jury was in 
session. He is now in Mexico. G. C. Trumpf, 


the President of the defunct South Side Sav- 


ings Bank, also fled the country through fear of 
being indicted. He is said to be in Germany.

Bank is the only one of the indicted officials 
in custody. Besides the indictments of the 
grand jury Koetting is held on two warrants 
sworn to by depositors of his bank. charging 
him with embezzlement and receiving depos- 
its while the bank was insolvent. The war- 
rants were obtained to bring Koetting back 
from Denver while the grand Jury was still in 


session. 

The District Attorney says now he will not 
seek further indictments, but will endeavor to 
have depositors of the defunct banks swear 
to complaints against the bank officials and 
prosecute them on the complaints.

things it appeared that the second »atch of 
indictments had been obtained in order to 
cover any errors that might have existed in 
the first indictments, rendering them of no 
force. He scored District-Attorncy Hammel 
for saying in an =interview that the 
defendants were employing the tactics 
of ordinary criminals to escape trial, 
that even if they were innocent they would 
stand trial, and if he lived long enough he 
would bring m to justice. r. Ryan said 
that his client, Mr. Elliott, and he thought 
the others were ready to go to trial in an or- 
derly, legal way, but that he and they did not 
own any duty to the District-Attorney to sub- 
mit to illegal process. He would inform the 
District-Attorney that if he did not die of old 
age before he discovered a legal way of bring- 
ing them to trial they would be here and 
ready to take their trial.

BUILDING AND LOAN DECISIONS, 


Attorney-General Moloney Defines Some 
Violations of the Law. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—At- 
torney-General Moloney today rendered sev- 
eral oral opinions, holding, among other 
things, the following: 


The object of a building and loan association, 
as declared in its by-laws, must follow the stat- 
ute strictly; a by-law creating the office of “ so- 
licitor’’ is unanthorized by law; a by-law provid- 
ing that the President of the association shall 
vote only in case of a tie is illegal for the reason 
that the statute requires the President to be a 
shareholder, and he is thus entitled to one vote

Drinks Unbotled Water at a Restaurant in 
St. Petersburg, Is Seized with the Dis-

Andrew Clarke, the Distinguished Phy- 
sician, Dead at London—Death of Col, 
Edward 8. Ree-Other Obituary Matters. 


Sr.° Pererssurc, Nov. 6.—Peter Ilyitch 
Tschaikowsky, the Russian composer, died in 
this city last night. Tschaikowsky contracted 
cholera by drinking unboiled water in a 
restaurant and died six hours after he be- 
came ill. 

[Russia and the world lose with P. 
Tschaikowsky one of the greatest 6f modern 
com posers. e visited this country in 1891 at 
the invitation of Walter Damrosch and con- 
ducted several of his own works at the New York 
Symphony Society’s concert given at the in- 
auguration of the music hall at Gotham. It was 
then that New York acknowledged him as a ¢on- 
ductor . of personal magnetism 
and a composer of splendid originality, 
but combining in expression the schools 
of Italy and the Slavic with a 
of orchestral colo that almost rivaled Wag- 
ner, of whose meth it may be said, he was an 
admirer and devoted student. In his composi- 
tions the peculiarly characteristic Russian ele- 
ment in music is presented with the refinement 
of culture won from a thorough knowledge of the 
best schools of hag and Germany. For this rea- 
son his suceess in France, England, and in the 
United States was acknow frém the first. 
Peter [lyitch Tschaikow y was born in 1840 
at Wiatka, in the Ural district of Rus- 
sia, where his father was engineer 
to Imperial mines. hen the 
family removed to St. Petersburg, ten years later, 
he entered the school of jurisprudence, and after 
completing the preseribad course he was ap- 

inted toa postin the Department of Justice. 

his was in 1859. but when, three years later, 
Nicholas Rubinstein founded the Conservatory 
of Music at St. Petersburg, Tschaikowsky de- 
cided to relinquish the law and devote himself to 
thestudy of the theory of music. He made rapid 


y Schiller, He wasinvited by Rubinstein 
to take the’ post of Professor of Composition in 
the Conservatory and discharged its duties until 
1877, when @ serious nervous affection cau 
him to resign the professorship. Teaching was 
not agreeable «to him) and he afterward 
devot himself entirely to comvosition, 
creati for himself a reputation which 
placed him in the front rank of modern 
composers. In Russia the works of Tschaikowsky 
are more admired even than those of Rubinstein. 
He was a master of all the resources’ of the mod- 
ern orchestra, his more important works com- 
prising nine operas and ballets, five symphonies, 
and several symphonic poems, concertos, and 
lesser works for the orchestra. Many 
of these are familiar to Chicago con- 
cert-goers. He wrote eaveral operas 
among which are the Pb nik,” so-called 
after the bodyguard of Ivan the Terrible; 
* Vakula, the Blacksmith,” found on Gogol's 
novel of that name; the “ Enclfantress,”’ and 
others. Bat none of these met with permanent 
success. Cesar Cui, himself a composer of note, 
in his interesting volume on Russian music says 
Tschaikowsky lacked dramatic force and dra- 
matic style; that he wavered between the old 
school and the new. But for this reason his 
European guccess was all the greater. | 


SIR ANDREW CLARKE PASSES AWAY. 


Leading Physician of England Dies After 
a Stroke of Paralysis. 

Lonpow, Nov. 6.—Sir Andrew Clarke, the 
well-known physician, died at 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. He suffered a sroke of par- 
alysis several weeks ago, 

Sir Andrew Clarke, Bart, M. D., was born Oct. 
28, 1826. He was educated first at Aberdeen and 
mired ag a Edinburg. For two years he as- 
sisted Dr. Hughes Bennett in the Pathological 
Department of the Royal Infirmary and was 
demonstrator of anatomy to Dr. Robert Knox in 
the final course of lectures cree by that cel- 
ebrated anatemist. For four yea r. Clarke 
had charge.of the Pathological Départment of 

e Royal Naval Hospital at Haslar, where 
he delivered lectures on the use 
of the microscope in practical 
medicine. In 1854 he took his degree of M. D. 
at the University of Aberdeen, settled in the 
metropolis, became a member of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians of London, and was elected on 
the staff of the London Hospital. In 1858 Dr. 
Clarke was made a Fellow of the College of Phy- 
sicians, in which he held the offices of Croon- 
ian and Lumelian Lecturer, Counselor and 
aminer in Medicine, and Censor. He had been 
also Lettsomian Lecturer and Président of the 
Medical Society of London. Dr. Clarke original- 
ly intended to devote himself exclusively to the 
cultivation of pathology, but turned by the force 
of circumstances from the course on which he 
had entered he was jong occupied in the 
work of a practical physician... He was the 
author of numerous essays, lecturey, and reviews, 
the professional portion of which refers for the 
most part to diseases of the respiratory, renal, 
and digestive organs. He was created a Baronet 
in 1883. He was senior physician and lecturer 
on clinical medicine to the London Hospital; an 
F, R.5., an LL. D. of Edinburg and Aberdeen 
Sarg honoris), and consulting physician to the 

ast Lontion Hospital for Diseases of Children. 
He held the offices of President of the Metropoli- 
tan Counties Branch of the British Medica! Asso- 
ciation and President of the Clinical Society. 
Dr. Clarke was Mr. Gladstone’s physician, and 
much speculation has been indulged as to the ef- 
fect of hig death on the Premier's health. } 


Col. Edward R. Roe, 

Col.. Edward R. Roe, late United States 
Marshal for the Southern Districi of Dlinois, 
died at 2720 o'clock yesterday morning at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. F38, Eberhart, 
No. 263 Oakwood boulevard. Fugeral services 
will be held there at 3 p. m. Tuesday. The re- 
mains will be taken to Springfield for interment. 
Col. Roe was 80 years old and was formerly 
actively engaged in newspaper work in this State. 
In 1849 he founded the daily edition of the 
Jacksonville Journal. He afterwards published 
in that city the Consfitutionalist, and for a 
number of years was editor of the Bloomington 
Pantagraph. He was the first Professor of 
Natural Science in the State Normal University 
at Bloomington, and recruited three companies 
of volunteers for the “ Normal” (Thirty-third 
Illinois) regiment. He was successively Gaptain, 
Major, and Lieutenant-Colonel of the regiment. 
In the assault on Vicksburg, May 22, 1863, he 
was severely wounded, and at the close ef the 
war was appointed United States Marshal by 
President Grant, which office be held eight 
years. Formany years he was active in the 
course of Freemasoury, and was Grand Master of 
the order. During the last five years of his life 
Col. Roe resided with his daughter in Chicago, 
devoting his time to story writing. He leaves 
two sons, Dr. A. J. Roe and Bdward 7 Roe, and 
a daughter, Mrs. F. S. Eberhart, all residents of 
Chicago.

“Work of the Visitation and Ald Society 


Considered at the Columbus Club. 
Amid banks of roses, under scores of lights, 
and surrounded with many gay decorations, a 
hundred liberal men feasted and talked char- 


ity at the Columbus club last night. The oc- 


casion was the third annual banquct of the 
Visitation and Aid Society, an organization 
devoted to the work of looking after and help- 
children, poverty-stricken 
women, and deserving men. The society is 


only five years old, but it has been quietly do- 


inga great work, It depends upon and is 


“supported by the voluntary contributions of 


those who are able and willing to give out of 
their means for that purpose. 

The idea of the banquet once every twelve 
months is to take up this subscription; each 
subscriber becomes a member of the society. 
Last night’s affair was the largest in point of 
attendance of the series. 

The usual banquet menu was served. 

Charles A. Mair was the Chairman of the 
evening. As thé cigars were being lighted he 
arose and announced thata few of the good 
speakers present had consented to respond to 
toasts on the subjects of **‘ Charity,” ‘* Work 
of the Visitation and Aid Society,” “ How It 
Shall Be Supported,” and ‘'Children.” He 
also presented the regrets of Archbishop Fee- 
han, John Cudahy, and others because of their 
inability to be present. Judge Prendergast 
was announced as the first and the principal 
om of the evening. In part the Judge 
said: 
While in the discharge of my official duties I 
became acquainted with the work of the Visiting 
and Aid Society. It was then that I came in con- 
tact with the dependent classes—the woman with 
a thin shawl and torn clothes, the child without 
shoes, the helpless, penniless, old man, the in- 
mates of prisons and workhouses, and com- 
menced to appreciate the charity for which the 
generous men and noble women of this associa- 
tion have banded themselves together. It 
is unnecessary to dwell on the _ splen- 
did -character and extent of their work. 
The results bear testimony to the 
sacrifices they have made. Their work is intended 
to enable those who have plenty, are well able 
and willing, to give that which will lift up and 
better the conditions of the unfortunate needy. 
Lately I have come to realize more fully than 
ever before that the supreme hour of life is the 
one in which all our good deeds are compressed 
into one thought and by the light of t su- 
preme hour are we to be ju . The philosophy 
at the bottom of the society is that the unfortn- 
nates to be helped are the victims of heredity 
and environment. 

The other speakers were Frank Young, P.

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Storekeep- 
efs on both sides of so much of the Bowery as 
lies in the Third Assembly District received 
in their mail this morning empty envelopes. 
The envelopes had contained Republican 
and Bar Association pasters, and the 
natural conclusion was reached _ that 
letter carriers in sympathy with Tammany 
and “Tim” Sullivan had extracted the 
pasters before delivering the letters. When 
the matter was brought to Postmaster Day- 
ton he expressed surprise and said: *I know 
nothing of any complaint. Nowe has been 
made to me. My experience in politics has 
been that the people hired to mail election 
matter occasionally forget to place the past- 
ers in the envelopes.”’ 

Chieago Gas Bear Movement. 

Chicago Gas monopolized the attention of 
operators and brokers in Wall street by a 
series of wild tumbles and breaks which car- 
ried it down from 613, at the opening to 58 
inside of an‘hour. There were slight reac- 
tions, but the bear cliques in Chicago and 
New York seemed to have the stock at their 
mercy, and with every drop a new bear rumor 
was cut loose. It was said that Chicago 
Gas had no stable foundation with the 
Fair closed and the present unscrupulous 
men controlling Chicago, who were liable to 
grant franchises to any gas company asking 
such franchise. Also, that the constant issue 
of bonds and the reduction of five cents on 
1,000 feet,which was bound to come in 1894, 
must reduce the company’s revenues, Mr. J. 
H. Benedict, one of the chief promotors of 
gas in this city, said that while it was well 
known that certain bear cliques were 
talking down gas he felt confident that: the 
dividends recently paid would be continued, 
that the company was in good shape, and that 
bear rumors could do nothing more than tem- 
porarily depress the stock. Oneof the big- 
gest speculators on the street, who has here- 
tofore been a bull in gas, is said to be respon- 
sible for the statement that the system of 
financial management of Chicago Gas was 
entirely wrong, and that the outlook was so 
glowing that he had advised his friends to sell 
short whenever it goes up, and that he thinks 
it has several points to go before touching 
bottom.

VOTE FOR JUDGE GARY TODAY.  . 

Today tbe voters have to make their choice 
between Gary and Altgeld. No citizen should 
be so indifferent to the issue involved in this 
election as to stay away from the polls and by 
hig abstention rob Gary of a vote. Not one 
of those who are working to defeat him will 
throw away his ballot. Each of them will be 
up bright and early. He will vote himself 
and he will see that all who think like him are 
at the polls. If one side is active and the 
other apathetic, and Gary is beaten as a con- 
sequence, the news will be telegraphed abroad 
that Chicago has voted in favor of anarchy 
and the red flag. 

If Gary is repudiated and Altgeld and his 
pardon message indorsed, the Mayor chosen 
at the special election to be held next month 
will, if he is a Democrat, accept today’s 
vote as an instruction to him and his police 
force to let the Anarchists alone. He will 
take it as a potice that men who parade the 
business streets with red flags or black ones, 
who make inflammatory speeches on the Lake- 
Front, and who collect mobs for pillage must 
not be interfered with. 

A Judge of unimpeachable integrity and 
ability,with an irreproachable record of thirty 
years’ service, is objectionable to the lawless 
classes because he presided over the trial of 
some murderers. That is no reason for re- 
fusing to reélect him. He is obnoxious to the 
Governor because, with his colleagues, he de- 
cided a damage suit against him and saved 
the city thousands of dollars. That is not 
sufficient cause for his removal. If the hostil- 
ity of the friends of murderers and that of dis- 
appointed suitors is to be fatal to a Judge the 
courts might as wefl be closed and the attempt 
to administer justice abandoned. 

Judge Gary “was reélected in 1887 bya 
tremendous majority bécause he represented 
law as against anarchy. Have law and order 
become so odious since then or has anarchy 
lost so much of its former repulsiveness that 
the verdict of six years ago is to be reversed 
now? There is no other reason for failing to 
elect Judge Gary once more, He is as com- 
petent a Judge as he was six yearsago. He 
has shown no signs of weakness during the 
last six years. He has made no blunders. 
For the decision which protected the city 
treasury against Altgeld was in strict accord- 
ance with law and equity. 

If the citizen wants his life and property to 
be safe he must have good Judges. He can- 
not have them if he allows men like Gary to 
be driven from the bench merely because they 
have become offensive to those who are ready 
‘to lift their hands against the lives and prop- 
erty of others. Defeat Gary and what induce- 
ment will other Judges have to enforce the 
law against those who seek to throttle, stab, 
and kill the law? 

Every good citizen should vote for Judge 
Gary today. If that is done Altgeld and an- 
archy will be repudiated and the reputation of 
the city saved.

MR. SWIFT MAYOR BEYOND DOUBT, 

All doubt of the election of Ald. George B. 
Swift as acting Mayor of Chicago was re 
moved at the regular meeting of the City 
Council last evening. In order that there 
should be no cloud on the title of the new 
Chief Magistrate growing out of the fact that 
he did not receive a majority of the votes 
ofall the Aldermen the Republican mem- 
bers agreed to-the taking of a new 
ballot, which resulted in the election of Mr. 
Swift by a vote of 62 to 5. There was one 
blank as on Saturday. It is but just to say 
that the iarge majority obtained by the 
Mayor-elect was due to the fact that his prin- 
cipal competitor, Ald. McGillen, withdrew his 
name and counseled his followers to vote for 
Mr. Swift. 

Such a happy result was hardly anticipated. 
Angry passions had been aroused’ on both 
sides. The law was not entirely clear as to 
the number of votes necessary to an election. 
There were plausible arguments to advancein 
favor of the contention that 35 votes were nec- 
essary toa choice. Mr. Swift's lawyers; Messrs. 
Miller and Collins, held to the opinion that 
their client was legally elected last Saturday 
when he received thirty-four votes. But the 
Corporation Counsel refused to advise the 
heads of the city departments that the elec- 
tion was regular,and to remove doubt and 
uncertainty, and to place Mr. Swift’s position 
beyond question, his friends as well as his 
legal advisers counseled another ballot. They 
did this the more readily as the thirty-eight 
Republican Aldermen pledged themselves in 
writing to vote an open ballot for Mr. Swift. 
It may be added that several conservative 
Aldermen, notably Messrs. Tripp, Gallagher, 
and Ernst, advised this course, and in recogni- 
tion of the acceptance of their advice voted 
for the Republican nominee. The informal 
ballot, which preceded the formal ballot, 
proved that they kept their pledges, for the 
vote stood 50 for Swift to 18 for Mr, McGil- 
len. 
The formal result is the happy ending of a 
dangerous situation which imperiled the good 
name and the credit of Chicago. Good sense 
and sound business policy finally triumphed 
over partisanship, Mr. Swift will not enter 
on the duti¢s of his office till Friday, nor will 
his bond be approved until Thursday evening. 
This is the result of a compromise with the 
Democratic leaders in the Council. Mr. Mc- 
Gilten was allowed to preside at the Council 
meeting last evening fer the same reason. All 
angry conflicts were thusavoided. . , 

That Mr. Swift will carry out his pledges to 
give Chicago a conservative administration, 
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until the election the 19th of next month 


‘there is no doubt. He will not attempt to 


make any changes in the heads of the depart- 
ments or in the general policy of the admin- 
istration of affairs, His capacity for the work 
to which he has been called is fully recog- 
nized. He has the confidence of the taxpay- 


ing and property-ownmg ¢lasses. The mu--

- orderly manner. 


COINING THE. SEIGNIORAGE. 

As was expected, President Cleveland has 
decided on coining the seigniorage s‘lver now 
in the Treasury.- It is believed that he en- 
tertained the idea several weeks ago, for the 
double purpose of meeting the current defi- 


| clency in the revenues of the government and 


answering the claim by the silver men that re- 
peal would be followed bya contraction of 
the currency. The amount available for this 
inflation through alleged contraction is stated 
to be about 58 million dollars. ,But the latest 


| report by the Director of the Mint states, in- 


cluding the balance in the mints at the end of 
June, 1878, the net profit on the coinage of 
silver up to the close of June, 1892, wae $72,- 
736,065. Since then the seigniorage has in- 
creased about $1,500,000, making the pres- 
ent total more than 74 mililioh dollars, ora 
little more than 50 cents on each of the 140 
million ounces of silver which is claimed to 
be subject to coinage. 

The intention is said to be’ to coin at:once 
about 1,500,000 dollars and then to increase 
the work up to perhaps as much as four mill- 
ions per month, and this, after rejecting the 
proposition to use all the seigniorage at once, 
by issuing certificates against uncoined bull- 
ion. The fact is the seigniorage is not a 
Treasury asset till the bullion has been 
coined. Nor is there the shade ef authority 
to coin the silver for the purposes mentioned. 
The Sherman act of 1890 required the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to coin two million 
ounces monthly until July 1, 1891, and there- 
after to coin ‘‘as much as may be necessary 
to provide for the redemption of the Treasury 
notes,”” The gain or seigniorage arising from 
such coinage was to be accounted for and paid 
into the Treasury. There has been no such 
necessity, the holders of the Treasury notes 
having demanded redemption in gold, and 
such redemption has been made by the gov- 
ernment as action indispensable to a carrying 
out of the pledge in the Sherman law. 

If better counsels do not prevail, the result 
of this order will be to throw on the country 
more silver dollars to an amount equal to the 
Treasury notes that would have been issued 
against the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces per 
month up to the close of 1895 if the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law had not been 
repealed. These silver dollars will be all the 
greater incubus if it be true, as intimated, 
that a part of the policy is to refuse to reissue 
the small notes after they have been paid in- 
to the Treasury, and issue silver dollars in- 
stead of them. The step will abolish the agil- 
ver reserve, which ought to be used on the 
Windom plan for the full value redemption of 
the Treasury notes, and make an unwieldy in- 
crease in our already too large stock of silver 
dollars, each of which is little more than one- 
half cash and the other half confidence. The 
action resolved on ia directly opposed to the 
popular wish which President Cleveland was 
credited with voicing when he recommended 
and insisted that the purchasing clause should 
be repealed. That repeal was regarded, both 
at home and abroad, asa virtuous protest in 
favor of sound money and against a further 
inflation of a currency which intrinsically is 
dahgerously depreciated and only held up to 
par by the sustaining power of a stock of 
gold that admittedly is too small for real 
security. It is claimed by Treasury officials 
that the order will not injure the public credit 
now that there are to be no more purchases of 
silver, but it must reopen in the minds of 
many the question of silver preponderance to 
the extent of grave risk seeing that if all the 
silver on hand be coined it will increase the 
number of *‘ standard ”’ silver dollars to about 
600 millions, having an intrinsic value of 
less than 320 million dollars, and this while 
the gold reserve, which is supposed to guar- 
antee their face value as well as the redemp- 
tion of the legal tenders, is barely five-sixths 
of the amount set off for the latter purpose 
alone. 

Nor can the order be defended by the plea 
that it is intended to provide for meeting the 
current deficiency in the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment. The mints cannot.turn out silver 
dollars fast enough for that purpose. The 
means must be- provided otherwise, and it is 
difficult to see how demands on the Treasury 
can be honored without a speedy recourse to 
the borrowing of gold by the sale of bonds. It 
cannot be said that the resolve further to in- 
flate the silver currency to this enormous ex- 
tent will increase the willingness of men who 
own gold to part with it in exchange for those 
bonds. The probability is in the other direc- 
tion, especially if those bonds were made pay- 
able in “‘coin,”’ which is supposed to be the 
only mode of payment the Administration has 
the authority to offer under present condi- 
tions. So it must be regretted that the 
President did not announce that he was de- 
termined to borrow a sufficient amount of 
gold, not only to provide for the expenditures 
of the near future but to increase the redemp- 
tion fund toa point at which it would be re- 
garded as full security for the fulfillment of 
ali our obligations to the holders of its silver 
as wellasits paper promises to pay. That 
would have been a thousand times better than 
to play into the hands of the advocates of 
cheap money by deciding upon a further large 
increase of a stock of silver money which 
already is too big for safety. 


THE ART INSTITUTE. 

Tue Tripunz and other papers as well have 
given credit where credit belongs in the matter 
of the success of the Fair, but the credit would 
not be complete without calling attention to 
the labors of Mr. Charles Hutchinson in se- 
curing the mew Art Institute on the Lake.

The 4nsti- 
tute largely was made possible by the appro- 
priation by the World’s Fair directors of the 
sum of | $200,000. Mr. Hutchinson labored 
hard to secure this amount and he also is to 
be credited with his services in the sale of the 
old institute to the Chicago club and the in. 
vestment of the proceeds in the new building, 
He is also to be credited with his success in 
inducing the Council to grant the site, a work 


-in which he was aided most effectively by 


some of the Aldermen, who realized the im. 
portance of the institute to the higher inter: 
ests of the city. Itis not invidious nor does 
it diminish the credit due to those associated 
with Mr, Hutchinson to congratulate him 
upon the success attending this great work to 
which he closely is attached and in which he 
has been the most conspicuous figure. |

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY RAINFALL. 

The source of the rainfall in the Mississippi 
Valley is discussed in the Popular Science 
Monthly by Prof. J. H. Patton, - Its state- 
merits of fact are exceedingly interesting, 
whether the deduction be correct or not. 
The area of the valley is estimated at 1,244,- 
000 square miles, The average annual rain- 
fall on its surface is 42 inches. If the whole 
of this supply were drawn from the Gulf of 
Mexico, the area of which is only one-fourth 
that of the vailey, the annual evaporation 
from the gulf must be fourteen feet if some 
of the vapor were not carried elsewhere, But 
the gulf is swept by the extreme right flank 
of the trade winds, and these must carry a 
large portion of the vapor to the farther West ; 
and it is not probable that fourteen feet is 
evaporated. (The average evaporation from 
ocean surface all over the world is but about 
five feet per annum, being greatest in the 
tropics.) It is estimated that if the gulf were 
land locked and evaporation checked the 
volume of water poured into it by the Missis- 
sippi alone would raise the level one and a quar- 
ter feet per year. As the level remains the 
samé this must be the amount of outflow and 
evaporation, leaving nearly thirteen feet of 
wafer to be obtained elsewhere to furnish the 
rainfall of the valley. , 

The Atlantic equatorial current is suggest- 
ed aj the source of this vast supply. This 
vast stream of some 4,000 miles long and 
3,000 miles wide is so highly heated that fifteen 
feet of water rises from it each year by evap- 
oration. Much the greater portion of the cur- 
rent moves along the north shore of South 
America and meets the northern counter cur- 
rent just before entering the Caribbean Sea. 
The vapor is carried westward by the trade 
wi and on the west coast of Mexico is de- 
flected to the north by the Sierra Madre 
Mountains, which have an altitude of 5,000 
feet a length of 1,000 miles. That these 
mountains form an insuperable barrier to the 
progress of the vapor laden winds is proven 
by the fact that there is no indication of their 
presence on the west side, neither on the land 
nor ¢n the water. The Pacific trade winds 
appear to originate about 150 miles west of 
the coast of Mexico. Itisinferred that the 
winds are pushed up, strata upon strata, on 
the Mexican plateau and are rolled back upon 
themselves by the mountains. The force of 
the trade winds forbids their flowing towards 
the equator, and so they have to go/north, 
flowing over the colder and denser aik, thus 
tending to restore the equilibrium of the at- 
mosphere that has been disturbed by @ con- 
tinual flow of cold and heavy surface aif from 
the extreme north towards the equator; 

These warm strata float above the ce 
air till their respective densities are about the 
same, The point of, contact of the earth with 
the lower strata of these return trades is near 
30 degrees north latitude in summer, and 
further north in the winter. This point of 
contact is near and along the north shore of 
the gulf, which may account for the unusually 
large rainfall of sixty inches near that line. 
The surplusage moves further along and 
meets the polar winds which have been de- 
flected to the southeast by impinging on the 
eastern slopes of the Rocky Mountains. - The 
coolness of the latter, which are the north- 
west winds in the Valley of the Mississippi, 
condense still more of the moisture iz the re- 
turn trade winds, and this furnishes water for 
the head streams of the Missouri and its 
gy It may be objected that the warm 
air its’ vapor when it floats in the 
cold of the higher regions of the atmos- 
phere, and therefore cannot déposit moisture 
on reaching the earth, but this is not consist- 
ent with the fact that vapor often becomes vis- 
ible in the form of clouds that frequently float 
higher than the altitude of the Sierra Madre, 
under a tropical sun. The great valley is free 
from mountain barriers at both ends. Hence 
the winds flowing either way along it are un- 
obstructed. The comparatively warmer and 
vapor-laden winds of the equatorial current, 
meetitig those from the north which are near- 
er the earthand also cooler and drier, the 
moistiire of the former is condensed into 
mists ind clouds, and finally descends to the 
earth in copious rains. 

Perliaps another objection to this theory of 
Prof. }Patton may not be disposea of so eas- 
ily. 1) is that the arid regions extend a long 
way eastward from the Rocky Mountain 
ridges which are supposed to deflect the 
northern current. Should not the result of 
the meeting there be a copious deposition of 
moisture? Atleast there would seem to be 
room for supposing that the moisture-bearing | 
winds from the region of the Caribbean, Sea 
are pushed eastward from the Rocky Mount- 
ains by the winds that blow over those 
mountains from the Pacific coast. This idea.

sists west from about 101° longitude all the 
way from Mexico to Canada of from 26 to 
55° of latitude.

If the em- 
ployés refuse to scale down their high protec- 
tion wagies and say that the employer must 
keep on making goods which hé&nust sell at a 
loss if he sells them at all, he will stop manu- 
facturing just as the mine owner is going to 
stop mining.

It is the first Shylock one ever saw that one asso- 
ciated with the theatrical type of villain. It was 
not only a repulsive Shylock: it was a most de- 
testable one. The very stage Jews in the trial 
scene repudiated the usurer, he was so inhuman 
a dog. One is sorry to say that in emphasizing his 
conservative view of the character Mr. Mansfield 
annecessarily debased it. and once or twice he 
vulgarized it. This was unpardopabie, for the 
part was conceived by a poet. In the first scene, 
for instance, the Jew on saying that Sig. Antonio 
had been “the last man in our mouths,”’ he de- 
liberately turned aside and expectorated. Mr. 
Mansfield himself will on reflection realize how 
puerile, not to say coarse, this action was.

A not overnumerous audience at Hooley’s 


last night watched the curtain descend upon the 
final scene of an entirely new play, aud then 
arose and mutely departed. It was evident that 
Manager A. M. Palmer’s German importation 
furnished food for thought if not for enthusiasm, 
The title of the play was “The Price of gj. 
lence.” It gave E. J. Henley a capital chance ty 
display talents that are bestowed upon few act 
ors, but it also equipped the others of Mr. Palm. 
er’s company with material that was fatiguing at 
best, and frequently narrowly escaped becoming 
tedious. Its story smacked remotely of “ Jim 
the Penman,” the great success of a past decade, 
A model of keen dramatic construction in the 
abstract, and ‘of spontaneity of character, it 
failed in that it did not permit a ray of 
sunshine to illumine a gloom that could 
only chill. It also could not bs made 
to include such actors as J. H. Stoddarg 
and E. M. Holland, and without these Mr. Paim. 
er’s organization was lacking in something, 
notwithstanding the presence of Maurice Barry. 
more, E. J. Henley, and Miss Julia Arthur in the 
cast. A girl “more sinned against than sinning” 
has secretely married a Russian criminal, and 
her sister, on the eve of her wedding to an Ep. 
glish magistrate, in an effort to shield the erring 
one from a public scandel, puts herself under the 
mercy of a witch, the husband of the Russian 
criminal’s housekeeper. The possessor manages 
to make the sister's loyal act one 
of compromise, and enters upon a course 
of blackmail which arouses her husband's gus.

Whenthe Russian dies and the black- 
mailer is crossed in his designs a welcome ending 
to general agony comes. E. J. Henley played the 
blackmailer, which was made a great success by 
Herr Mitterwitzer in Germany. The rdle is es. 
sentially brutal, but it enlisted fine effort. Mr, 
Henley was every inch the insolent, ignorant En. 
glish mason Of the lowest caste. Brutality 
mixed with an ignorant cunning in crime escaped 
from every movement, fromm his coarse voice and 
language to his shifting, restless eyes. Miss 
Julia Arthur sustained the role of the suspected 
sister graphically, and Miss Ida Conquest, who 
was the cause of an evening of mimic trouble, 
combined a pale face and becoming costumes 
with a flood of hysterical weeping, half of which 
would have answered every purpose. The first 
act is mainly concerned with a lachrymose con- 
fession which she makes to her sister and which 
might better have taken place behind the scenes. 
Mr. Barrymore as the Magistrate was not 
clothed with a character commensurate with his 
abilities. In the transition from vague doubt 
born of his wife's confusion and contradiction to 
racking suspicion, and finally to vehement accu- 
sation, his acting was finely tempered and forci- 
bly sustained. The remaining characters may be 
commented up at another time. The play deals 
with conditions that common sense, if exer- 
cised, could easily eliminate. It teaches the lesson 
that a wife should confide momentous secrets to 
her husband, particularly when that husband is 
yearning for his wife's confidence. The audience 
saw an avenue out of the trouble, and became 
restless because what were offered as rational

PROGRAM OF THE FRENCH MINISTERS, 


Four Bills to Be Introduced After a Vote 
of Confidence Is Secured. 

Paris, Nov. 6.—The newspapers here are 
publishing conflicting reports regarding the 
program ofthe government that will be an- 
nounced at the reopening of the chambers. 
The ministerial declaration was furnished to- 
day by a most influential member of the Cab- 
inet. Hesays the government will demand 
from the first a vote of confidence and§will 
promise the introduction of four complete 
bills. The first of these wi!l be a measure 
providing for the relief of the agricultural sit- 
uation. The second will bea bill providing 
for thé creation of a government agricultural 
loan and banking institution. The third bill 
will modify the laws in regard to the octroi 
system, and the fourth will definitely fix the 
powers of the: labor and other unions. The 
Minister declared the government would ig- 
nore the questions of revision of the Constitu- 
tion, the separation of the church and State, 
and an income tax. The Cabinet, he adds, is 
united, and the Ministers expect easily to 
overcome the reactionary opposition, There 
will be a suffimently large Republican major- 
ity to pass the bills above mentioned without 
difficulty.

Emperor William Issaes the Expected Re- 
script Against Games of Chance,

MANY CORPSES UNDER THE WAVES, 


Mangled Remains of Human Beings Found 
_ by Divers at Santander. 

Maprzip, Nov. 6.—Fernandez Saks. Captain 
of the steamship Cabo Machicaco,| which was 
blown up at Santander Friday, arrived at San 
Setastian today. He says the explosion sent 
the steamer’s engines fifty yards into the air. 
Sixty-five houses were wrecked by the shock. 
The divers have been busy since yesterday 
noon examining the harbor negr the quay 
where the explosion occurred. |They have 
found piles of mangled bodiesjamong the 
ruins of the sunken vessel.

The work of. collecting the bodies 
proceeds slowly, Capt. Sanz says, because the 
bodies under the water can be extricated only 
with the greatest difficulty from the wreckage 
in which they have been wedged and half 
buried.

The suffering among the peo- 
ple of Santander is extreme. The shops did 
not begin opening until this afternoon. The 
bakers have made no bread and the markets 
areempty.

steamed away because it refused to surrender 
one of its passengers to. the Honduras Gov- 
ernment. United States Minister Baker was 
on board the Costa Rica at the time. 

The passenger about whom the trouble 
arose is Policarpo Bonilla, who recently led 
the revolution in Honduras, but was defeated 
by Gen. Vasquez. He then fled to Nicaragua, 
and 800 of his adherents joined the army of 
President Sacaza, who was engaged in an at- 
tempt to quella rebellion, Bonilla had de- 
cided to leave Nicaragua in order to relieve 
the government from all responsibility of 
harboring him. He, therefore, sailed from 
Corinto for Guatemala Nov. 4 on the Costa 
Rica, American Minister Baker and more than 
100 other persons were his fellow-passengers. 
They arrived yesterday morning at Amapala, 
a port of entry of Honduras on the Pacific 
coast, and at 2 o’clock in the &fternoon Com- 
mander of the Port Villila demanded that 
Capt. Dow should surrender Bonilla. When 
this request was refused a threat was made to 
sink the ship, and it was asserted President 
Vasquez had given strict orders to t effect. 

An official protest against the refutal to sur- 
render Bonilla was presented to the Captain 
at 6 o’clock,; and clearance papers were only 
issued to the ship after nightfall, when it was 
too dark to leave the harbor with safety. A 
government officer came on board*® at 3:30 
o’clock this morning saying new orders had 
been received from the Presidept inusist- 


ing on the delivery of Bonilla or 
the bombardment of (the ship. Capt. 
Dow replied that the # commander 


of the port would receive his answer in half 
an hour, but before that time had expired he 
steamed away. Seven shots were fired after 
the Costa Rica, although it flew the American 
.flag. None of the shots struck it, however, 
but it is feared the steamship City of Panama 
of the same line, which was lying ig the port, 
may have been injured, because firing 
continued for some time after the Costa Rica 
was out of range.

TWO POWERS WILL BE NEUTRAL, 


Peixoto Feels Assured of Non-Interference 
in Brazilian Affairs. 
{SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Mownrevipgo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Nov. 6.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.|—A correspondent in Rio Ja- 
neiro sends word that President Pixoto has / 
received word that the governments of En- 
gland and France have informed the Govern- 
ment of the United States they will maintain 
positions of strict neutrality with regard to Bra- 
zilian affairs and not interfere in any way 
with the progress of the revolution. 

The correspondent also says President 
Piexoto recently promulgated a decree re- 
garding foreigners. It regulates their en- 
trance upon Brazilian territory, their resi- 
dence there, and their expulsion during the 
continuance of martial law in the republic. 
It also provides rules with regard to the land- 
ing of beggars and vagrants or those @uffering 
from certain diseases. These re pro- 
hibited from entering . the country. 
Foreigners may be expelled who, by their in- 
dividual acts or through ‘the press ignore or 
defy the law, incite to insurrection or civil 
war, stir up ill-feeling against the authorities, 
or instigate acts of violence which in any 
manner endange? the permanence of public 
tranquillity, The same rule applies to those 
who instigate the commission of crimes 
against the freedom of labor, thus causing 
obstruction to public business and social af- 
fairs. Whensuch apn expulsion order is is- 
sued a decree stating the cause is sent by the 
Minister of Justice and of 'the Interior to the 
foreign Minister or diplomatic agent in Rio 
of the nation to which the accused belongs. 
This order fixes the time when the person 
to be expelled must leave the country. 
If the accused is allowed to postpone 
his departure till his property can b¢) disposed 
of the government requests the foreign agent 
to see that it is done promptly; but in case no 
delay is allowed or the foreign agent refuses 
the property is disposed of by the Federal 
Court, the owner having the right t be rep- 
sented by counsel during the enforced wind- 
ing up of his affairs.” The .accused person is 
allowed to designate his place of banishment 
and is guaranteed treatment in conformity 
with his station in life. The only plea in de- 
fense of those proceedings can be mide in the 
Federal courts and must be confined to prov- 
ing the Brazilian citizenship of the accused 
person. If this defense is not successful the 
decree of expulsion will be carried out, but if 
the plea is sustained the accused person can 
sue the country for whatever damages he has 
sustained. The government may change the 
decree of expulsion into one of imprisonment 
if it sees fit. 

But certain foreigners are placed under 
terms of equality with Brazilian citizens and 
cannot be expelled under this decree. They 
are those who have Brazilian wives or are 
widowers with Braziliun children or.are hold- 
ers of real estate in the country. 

Brazilian Minister Monteiro denies the re- 
ported sinking of the transport Rio Janeiro 
by the Republica.. He says the Rio Janeiro 
has been anchored off Rio Grande do Sul for 
the last two months. A correspondent in 
Buenos Ayres sends word that neither the 
Brazilian Legation there hor the Roevolution- 
ary committee has any intelligence of the al-

The 
boat, which was fally described in Tue Trrsune 
at the time, isan iron cylinder abont thirty feet 
long, pointed at both ends. It is drawn down 
into the water by a deflection of the pro- 
pellors, which are placed one on each side 
near the center, and is raised by bring- 
ing them back to the horizontal. The power is 
furnished by storage batteries. On the top of the 
boat is a conning tower, with a detachable top, 
through which the boat is entered. In its trip at 
South Chicago the boat entirely disappeared from

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MISSISSIP*&I VALLEY RAINFALL’S ORIGIN 


Not from the Gulf of Mexico but the Trop- 
ileal Atlantic and the Caribbean Sea. 

J. Harris Patton, Ph, D., in Popular Science 
Monthly for November: It has been assumed 
that the evaporation off the Guif of Mexico 
furnishes the most part of the rainfall of the 
great valley. Says an authority, when speak- 
ing of that of the whole country: “* By far the 
greater portion comes frém the gulf and 
spreads over the central and eastern part of 
the Missisisppi Valley and even much of the 
Atlantic slope.”” Let us examine the data on 
which this statement is based. The area of 
the Mississippi Va'ley is estimated at 1,244,- 
000 square miles and the annual average rain- 
fall on its surface is forty-two inches—that is, 
if the rainwater did not penetrate the earth, 
run off, or evaporate, at the end of the year 
the depth would be three feet and a half. 

The area of the Gulf of Mexico is estimatsd 
to be one-fourth that of the valley. It is 
easily shown by mathematical calculation that 
it would require an annual evaporation off 
this area of fourteen feet to furnish tae re- 
quired rainfall,even if all the water thus 
raised into the atmosphere were utilized. 
Again, the area of the guif is swept 
by the extreme right flank 2 the ‘trade 
winds. These winds must carry  to- 
ward the west a large portion of the 
surface vapor oe off the gulf; this is 
evident because of unusual distance to 
which the sea- onal penetrates into Texas 
and the adjoining region of Mexico. In 
addition, the water of the gulf is not as warm 
as that of the Atlantic equatorial current—to 
be noticed presently—by an average of 10° 
or 12° Fahr., and in consequence, in propor- 
tion, its evaporation is t so much the 
sthaller. The equatorial current penetrates 
the gulf about 500 miles, but does not diffuse 
itself and thus impart its heat to the adjoin- 
ing waters, butin a compact body the cur- 
rent turns toward the east and finds its way 
out througb the Florida Strait, and thus be- 
comes the Gulf Stream. 

It is estimated that if the “ gulf was land- 
locked and evaporation checked,” the vol- 
ume of: water poured into it by ‘the Missis- 
sippi alone would “ raise the level of this 
great area one and a quarter feet. each year.”’ 
A ag oto Physical Geography, p. 130.) 

he height of the surface of the gulf, how- 
ever, remains uniformly the same year in and 
year out, 
flow of water and its evaporation combined 
amount each year to only one foot anda 
quarter. This leaves twelve feet and three- 
quarters to be obtained wae ago in order 
to furnish the rainfall for the great valley. 
The question is, Where can this obtained? 

The Atlantic equatorial current may furnish 
an answer. This vast stream is about 4,000 
miles long and about 3,000 wide. Taking its 
rise in the Gulf of Guinea, it flows westward. 
ly, but, dividing on Cape St. Rog Roque, the much 
greater portion moves along the north shore 
of South America, and just before entering 
the Caribbean Sea it unites with the northern 
counter current. (See Ap amo Physical 
Geography, pp. 50, 51.) ese currents are 
both under a broilig tropical sun, and their 
water is heatéd from 80° to 82°; ‘‘the evap- 
oration is — in the equatorial regions, and 
most of all in the warm belts constantly 
swept by the ‘trade winds.” Thus, when the 
warm, saturgted air next the surface rises, 
it is rapidly carried away by the 
wind, and‘ cooler air flowing from the 
north takes its place, be in turn 
heated and floated upward. Says Capt, 
Maury, U. 8. N. (Geography of the Sea, p 
102), ** Off’ this ocean belt there is, in the 
form of vapor, annually floated up .into the 
higher air fifteen feet of water.’ Says Prof. 
Arnold Guyot, in ‘Earth and Man,” p. 85, 
when speaking of same, *‘ The sun causes 
these invisible vapors to .rise, which, being 
lighter than the air itself, increasingly tend to 
soar into the upper atmosphere, filling it and 
constituting withiu it another aqueous atmos- 
phere.’’ This vapor is carried by the trade winds 
steadily westward at the rate of about thirty or 
thirty-tive miles a day and meets its first ob- 
struction in the plateau of Mexico, which 
is 5,000 feet. above sea level. On 
the west coast of Mexico stand the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, whose altitude 
is 5,000 feet above the plateau (Appleton’s 
Phy sical Geography, p. 28.) The latter fur- 
nish the second impediment to the onward 
progress of these winds, since they run south- 
east-north west ; but the trades blow directly 
west, and thus i hy upon them at an angle 
which deflects the ds themselves toward 
the north. 

The Sierra Madre are more than 1,000 
miles long, and are an insuperable barrier to 
the progress of these vapor-loaded winds. 
This 1s evident, as there is no indication of 
their presence on the west side, neither on the 
land nor on the water, as the Pacific 
trade winds appear to originate about 150 
miles west of the coast of Mexico, An anal- 
ogous case is cited by Prof. Orton, in his 
**Andes and the Amazon,” p. 118, who says, 
when speaking of the Andes, *‘ So effective is 
that barrier that the trade winds are not felt 
again on the Pacific till you are 150. miles 
from the coast.”’ 

These winds appear to be shoved up, strata 
upon strata, on the Mexican plateau, and when 
they finally reach the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains, over which they cannot ss, they are 
rolled back upon themselves. y must have 
an outlet. The rushing wind from the east 
prevents their moving in that direction, and the 
force of the main current forbids their flow- 
ing toward, the equator, and thus their outlet 
can only be toward the north. They are now 
so high that they must be beyond the influ- 
ence of the rotary motion of the earth, and 
are governed by the force of gravitation 


Malone. In accordance with the latter law, 


they flow, as on an inclined plane, over the 
colder and more dense air tow the north, 
and thus restore the equilibrium of the at 
mosphere that has been disturbed. This dis- 
turbance is caused by a continual flow of the 
cold and heavy surface air from the extreme 
north toward the equator, because along the 
tropical belt a partial vacuum is created by 
the air becoming heated and lighter, and in 
consequence floating upward, and the cold air 
rushes in to supply that vacuum, 

These comparatively warm strata, though 
high in the atmosphere, havea tendency to 
reach the earth, but, being lighter than the 
surface air, they float above it until their re- 
spective densities are about the same. The 
point of contact with the earth of the lower 
strata of these *‘ return trades’? is near 30° 
north latitude in the summer. but still further 
north in the winter. This point of contact is 
nearand along the north shore of the gulf, 
and the blending of the moisture of the “ re- 
turn trades”’ with that off the gulf may ac- 
count for the unusually large rainfall of sixty 
inches near that line; meanwhile the main 
and higher strata blow on and reach the earth 
further north. 

It has been suggested that this warm air, 
thus saturated with vapor, loses the latter 
when it floats aloft, because of the cold in 
the higher regions of the atmosphere, and 
consequently such air, floa north, could 
not deposit moisture when it reached the 
earth. That theory is not consistent with 
the fact that vapor often becomes visible 
in the form of clouds, which frequently 
float higher than the altitude of the Sierra 
Madre.
